These 
speakeasies average, men in the 
racket say, six barrels of beer 
and two cases of whisky a week.

OLD AGE PENSION BILLS. 


The old age pension is 
a thing which has not, 
thu s far, arou sed a great deal of discu ssion in 
the United States. . There are signs, however, 
th a t it will become one of the foremost issu es of 
the day du ring the next decade or so. Most oth ­ 
er cou ntries have adop ted it, and the growing 
tendency 
of indu stry to replace men with m a­ 
chines, and weed ou t the older workers, will 
m ane the su bject a m atter of greater imp ortance 
in the fu tu re m a n it has in the past. 


Already tne M assachu setts legislatu re is con­ 
sidering a p ension bill. In its p resent form, this 
biil wou ld caii for m e p aym ent by tne state of 


$8 a week to men ot o5 or over and women of 60 
or over who had no other su fficient means 
oi 
su p port. Wnile $8 a week is not a great deal, and 
while this bill has nor yet been given final a p ­ 
proval, the mere fact of its consideration indi­ 
cates a new attitu de in regard to a measu re th a t 
was considered the last word in socialism a few 
years ago. 


It may be, however, th a t u ltimately the cou n­ 
try will decide th a t old age pensions, however 
necessary they may be, are not p rim arily m atters 
for the state to handle. 
Individu al indu stries 
and labor u nions, working individu ally or in co­ 
operation, may solve the problem for themselves. 
For instance: The International Typograp hical 
Union already has an old age pension law in 
force, and its op eration may p oint ihe way for 
a great m eans of service by organized labor gen­ 
erally. 


A member of the International Typ ographical 
Union who has 25 consecu tive years of m em ber­ 
ship and who reaches the age of GU and finds 
himself in financial straits may draw a pension 
of $3 a week. 
In addition, if he is able, he may 
work at his trade not more th an two days a week. 
Thu s this u nion is seeing to it th a t its members 
do not need to become pu blic charges when their 
time of u sefu lness is past. 


The Fraternal Order of Eagles is an example 
of an order th a t has given the p lan m u ch con­ 
sideration, and the lodge stresses their old age 
pension p lan as an indu cem ent for membership. 
Several indu stries are doing the same sort of 
thing, and probably more will fall in line as 
years pass. 
The whole su bject is extremely in­ 
teresting; and w hether the final solu tion comes 
from state action, u nion action or action by or­ 
ganized capital, or by a combination of all three, 
there is no dou bt th a t the old age pension will 
eventu ally become an accepted featu re of the 
American economic organization. 


PROTECTION AND PRICES. 


It will be recalled th a t w hen the p resent tariff 
law was u nder consideration in 19 21, the sam e 
cry was raised th a t we hear now — nam ely th a t 
an increased 
tariff wou ld resu lt in increased 
pi ices to the consu m er. 
It will be recalled th a t 
then, as now, tables were p u t ou t showing how 
m any billions of dollars in increased cost of liv­ 
ing wou ld be loaded on the backs of the consu m ­ 
ing pu blic by the tariff law of 19 22 w hich dis­ 
placed th e Underwood law. 


C ap p er’s Weekly recently p u blished some gov­ 
ernm ent figu res w hich show the relationship be­ 
tween 
su ch claim s and the facts. 
D u ring the 
period 19 18-19 30, food, clothing, fu el and light 
and hou se fu rnishings were a t their high p oint 
for the period 
in 19 20, m iscellaneou s item s e n­ 
tering into the cost of living in 19 21, and rent 
only, u pon w hich there is no tariff, in 19 24'.

Facts like these, of cou rse, will have no effect 
on the fervent im aginations of foes of the p ro­ 
tective policy. Now, as they did eight years ago, 
they p u t ou t m athem atical tables “p roving” th a t 
increases in the tariff will resu lt in heavy in­ 
creases in living costs, desp ite the fact th a t over 
and over again it has been dem onstrated th a t in­ 
creased com petitive activity w ithin the U nited 
States u nder tariff encou ragem ent, while resu lt­ 
ing in 
m ore general em p loym ent, 
will redu ce 
ra th e r th an increase the cost of living. 
M ore­ 
over, it will provide, ra th e r th a n destroy, the 
m eans of earning th a t living.

to effect August 1, govern the

The upshot of the new rules is 
that no live stock may be vacci- 
nated or given serum without a 
permit from this board to do so.

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Qia> AGE PENSION BILLS. 


The old age pension is a thing'which has not, 
thus far, aroused a..great deal of discussion in 
the United States. . There are signs, however, 
that it will become one of the foremost issues of 
the day during the next decade or so. Most oth- 
er countries have adopted it, and the growing 
tendency of industry to replace men with ina- 


'-chines, and weed out the older workers, will 
make the subject a matter of greater importance 
in the future than it has in the past. 


Already the Massachusetts legislature is con- 


sidering a pension bill. In its present form, this 
:bill would call for the payment by the state of 
$8 a week to men of-65 or over and women of 60 
or over who had no other sufficient means of 
support. While $8 a week is not a great deal, and 
while this bill has not yet been given final ap- 
proval, the mere fact of its consideration indi- 
cates a new attitude in regard to a measure that 
was considered the last word in socialism a few 
years ago. 


It may be, however, that ultimately the coun- 


try will decide that old age pensions, however 
necessary they may be, are not primarily matters 
for the state to handle. Individual industries 
and labor unions, working individually or in co- 
operation, may solve the problem for themselves. 


For instance: The International Typographical 


Union already has an old age pension law in 
force, and its operation may point the way for 
a great means of service by organized labor gen- 
erally. 


A member of the International Typographical 


Union who has 25 consecutive years of member- 
ship and who reaches the age of GO and finds 
himself in financial straits may draw a pension 
of $3 a week. In addition, if he is able, he may 
^work at his trade not more than two days a week. 
Thus this union is seeing to it that its members 
do not need to become public charges when their 
time of usefulness is past. 


The Fraternal Order of Eagles is an example 


of an order that has given the plan much con- 
.sideration, and the lodge stresses their old age 
pension plan as an inducement for membership. 


Several industries are doing the same sort of 


thing, and probably more will fall in line as 
years pass. The whole subject is extremely in- 
teresting; and whether the final solution comes 
from state action, union action or action by or- 
ganized capital, or by a combination of all three, 
there is no doubt that the old age pension will 
eventually become an accepted feature of the 
American economic organization. 


PROTECTION AND PRICES. 


It will be recalled that when the present tariff 


law was under consideration in 1921, the same 
cry was raised that we hear now — namely that 
an increased tariff would result in increased 
prices to the consumer. It will be recalled that 
then, as now, tables-were put out showing how 
many billions of dollars in increased, cost of liv- 
ing would be-loaded on the backs of the consum- 
ing public by the tariff law of 1922 which dis- 
placed the Underwood law. 
/ 


Capper's Weekly recently published some gov- 


ernment figures which show the relationship be- 
tween such claims and the facts. 
D.uring the 


period 1918-1930, food, clothing, fuel and light 
and house furnishings were at their high point 
for the period in 1920, miscellaneous items en- 
tering into the cost of living in 1921, and rent 
only, upon which there is no tariff, in 1924: 
' Basing the index number of 1913 at 100, cloth- 
ing sank in wholesale price from 287.5, in 1920, 
two years after the close "of the World War, to 
160.5 in 1929. House furnishings sank, from 292.7 
in 1920 to 197.7 in 1929, 


Facts like these, of course, will have no effect 


on the fervent imaginations of foes of the pro- 
tective policy. Now, as they did eight years ago, 
they put out mathematical tables "proving" that 
increases in the tariff will result in heavy in- 
creases in living costs, despite the fact that over 
and over again it has been demonstrated thatt in- 
creased competitive activity within the United 
States under tariff encouragement, while r«ult- 
ing in more general employment, will reduce 
rather than increase the cost of living. More- 


*over, it will provide, rather than destroy, the 
means of. earning that living.

Samuel'Newhouse was born in 


Washington county, Va., June 6, 
1802, 
son of John and Elizabeth 


(Miiler) Newhouse. His father 
moved to Indiana in 1816 and 
settled in Fayette county. Here, 
Samuel was married December 
19, 1821 to Mary Kitchen, also of 
Virginia, born December 6, 1805. 
Thirteen children were born to, 
this union viz: George W., Lewis 
J., Mary Ann, Elizabeth Jane, 
Rebecca C., Alfred 
M., Joel, 


Amanda, - 
Lucinda. 
Matilda, 


Isaac, William and Cicero. '" 


Samuel entered eighty1 acres of 


land in;.Union 'township, Rush 
county, on Ben Davis Creek, in 
1821, 
and moved to it Janukry 


1822, 
soon after 'his marri&ge, 


where he had built a rude log 
cabin in the green woods.. 'By 
hard work he earned a living 
and when not working for oth- 
ers, he worked on his own land 
clearing it,—often at night when 
he had quit work for others. By 
1837 
he had cleared and im- 


proved his land so that he was 
able to sell it for $20 per acre, 
then considered a high price for 
land. In January 1837 he bought 
240 acres of land in Jackson 
township, now owned by Omar 
Gartin, all in green woods except 
a small tract, which had been 
deadened and afterward knowai 
as the Alfred Newhouse farm. 
Here he built and lived in for 
years a log cabin, which was still 
standing in the early eighties. 


This farm he cleared and im- 


proved and at his death, Febru- 
ary 22, 1862, his holdings were 
estimated at $30,000. An old line 
Whig, then a Republican, he 
never held nor sought office— 
leaving that for his posterity, 
several of whom, have creditably 
filled offices of trust and respon- 
sibility. 'Our genial county clerk 
and' county commissioner are 
direct • descendants of Samuel 
Newhouse. He was a man of 
strong build, five feet, ten in- 
ches in height, weighing about 
180 pounds, sober, quiet, hand- 
working and inoffensive 
and

Lewis J. Newhouse, son. of 


Samuel was born in-Union town- 
ship, this county, May 23, 1824 
and spent his youth /bn his fa- 
ther's farm..

Ah appeal to farmers of the 
state in favor of a Constitution- 
al Convention is being made in 
the current issue of toe Hoosier 
Farmer, the official publication 
of the Indiana Farm Bureau, in 
an article by Lewis Taylor, vioc 
president and in charge of the 
Tax and Legislative Department. 
-Mr. Taylor says that our present 
constitution was made to meet 
conditions as they existed eigh- 
ty years ago and does not meet 
the many new conditions that 
have been ^brought about since 
that time. 


'•We now live in a new social, 


educational, industrial and busi- 
ness world not dreamed t>f at 
that time," says Mr. Taylor. "We 
have changed from the canal 
boat to the Leviathan, from the 
stage coach o the locomotive and 
airplane, from the courier on 
horseback to the telephone and 
radio, and from the ,shin plast- 
er' and 'coon skin' to the modern 
bank note and credit instrument

America was to Columbus."

tion is altogether out of date 
and should be revised as soon as 
possible. He states that about .74
